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False Accusation 
} To achieve their ends desperate men seek 
desperate means. In the catch-as-catch-can 
brawl of ward-heeling politics, vile personal 
abuse is a commonplace; like alley cats, the 
lower breeds of gangster politicos scratch it 
out with no holds barred. No one is surprised 
to discover minor politicians using barroom 
tactics in a campaign of slander and intrigue. 
But Americans have come to expect a 
semblance of dignity, if not of honor and de- 
cency, in the contests between candidates for 
the presidency. Here, if nowhere else in dem- 
ocratic elections, candidates are expected to 
maintain a proximity to decorum and some 
general relationship to the lines of truth. 
Candidate Willkie’s astounding utterances 
in Detroit completely abandoned the high 


principles which should inspire any man fit 


to rule this nation, for in that speech he blunt- 
ly accused Roosevelt of being personally respon- 
sible for America’s military incompleteness. 
That accusation represents a desperate dis- 
tortion of a half-truth cast before gullible 
minds as a deliberate distraction from reality. 

No man has fought harder, has taken 
greater risks with his political fortune, has 
striven more diligently to convince Americans 
of their own peril than the President. At a 
time when the very mention of spending 
money for battleships brought forth a great 
hue and cry from the exponents of pacifism 
and governmental economies, Roosevelt dared 
to urge upon congress appropriations for a 
greater navy. When Americans blindly fol- 
lowed the isolationists Roosevelt toiled end- 
lessly to help Europe avoid war. 

In 1936 the Japanese sank the Panay. 
Roosevelt spoke sharply to the Nipponese, and 
Americans cried that oil companies did not 
deserve protection of our navy. When Roose- 
velt began to discuss foreign affairs with the 
nation, the nation grimaced and asked why we 
needed battleships and admirals. 

Less than five years ago it was fashionable 
to decry the soldiers of the last war as suckers, 
the munitions makers as merchants of death, 
and the war itself as a clash of rival money- 
lenders. A pamphlet entitled “Arms and the 


Men,” purporting to reveal that the first World . 


War was begun and continued for the personal 
profit of. European and American munitions 
makers, sold over 100,000 copies in three 
months time. It became a text book in col- 
leges and a public speaker’s bible. 

College boys by the thousands mocked the 
‘American Legion by forming the Veterans of 
Future Wars; five million Americans signed a 
petition urging congress to outlaw war. Ad- 
vertisements picturing a soldier and captioned 
“Hello, Sucker” appeared in national maga- 
gines:; the President’s efforts to throw this 
country’s weight into the World Court met 
with dismal failure. When the President made 
his famous “Quarantine” speech in Chicago 
he was roundly denounced as a war-monger 
by every Republican in the land. America 
definitely and vociferously was opposed to war, 
to armaments, and to anything that smacked 
of militarism. Following the public will, con-

Beginning of the End? 

There have been indications, within recent 
days, that the Nazi war machine is beginning 
to show signs of crumbling. Signs not too 
impressive, as yet, to arouse premature opti- 
mism, but signs nevertheless that something 
serious to the German war hopes is going on 
behind the scenes in Germany. 

It is difficult for the outside world to know 
anything of conditions inside Nazi suppressed 
Germany. The censorship is so rigid, the 
control of the German population so exact, 
the efforts of the Nazi propaganda machine 

so utterly foreign to truth, that the people of 
that nation are like prisoners, in a vast en- 
closure, securely locked from contact with the 
outside world. : 

American newspaper correspondents can 
send nothing out of Germany that has not 
first been approved by the Goebbels propa- 
ganda machine. Practically all they are per- 
mitted to transmit is “handouts” from that 
machine itself. 

Radio commentators, speaking over short 
wave from Berlin, dare not express opinion. 
Hearers on this side have noted how, without 
exception, such commentators always preface 
every announcement with a statement of ori- 
gin, such as “according to the high command,” 
“we are told by Nazi leaders,” or similar phrase. 

Only this week, however, a statement slip- 
ped out, over the short wave radio, that may 
have tremendous significance. It quoted Nazi 
leaders as saying that the outcome of the 
struggle with Britain could not be foreseen. 
This, from the propagandists who have, always 
before, so bombastically spoken of the cer- 
tainty of victory of German arms is a tre- 
mendous concession. It may have terrific sig- 
nificance. 

The “Hitler schedule” has gone wrong. He 
did not enter London in triumph on any date 
set. He has not invaded Britain, yet, and is 
now talking of a continuance of the present 
air attacks for the entire winter. 

And now comes the admission that Ger- 
many may not, even, win the final outcome. 

A correspondent, who has just returned 
after spending more than three months in 
Germany, writes his actual experiences while 
in Germany, and they are published in a*New 
York paper. He tells of a spirit of hopeless 
despair that has gripped the people of Ger- 
many, of a listlessness that has spread like a 
plague all over the Reich, and of a fatalism 
that, when there is no danger of Nazi spies 
nearby, speaks resignedly of inevitable German 
defeat. 

He writes of serious shortage of food, with 
rationing that serves merely to keep alive, but 
which is steadily weakening the people. 

Such a report, which must be authentic, 
written as it is in New York by a recent eye- 
witness to conditions under Hitler, paints a

LATIN AMERICA MEANS BUSINESS WASHINGTON, Oct. 
; 2.—Perhaps the most 
important by-product, for this country, of the Rome-Berlin- Tokyo 
pact, is to give great additional importance to the situation in 
Latin America. Hemispheric solidarity is now more than ever 
vital. For if the Japanese try to blockade our supplies.of tin and 
rubber, for example, we must be able to count on hemispheric 
co-operation in a counter-blockade of Japanese trade. 

Expecting the worst is only wise, these days, and most people 
who bother to think at all about Latin America are inclined to 
shrug their shoulders and abandon hope. Fortunately, however, 
it is at last possible to make an optimistic report on the course of 
events to the southward. Al the evidence, as it pours into the 
State Department, tends to the conclusion that the Latin-American 
nations are unanimous in really meaning what they said at the 
Havana conference. Indeed, their deeds speak for them, with re- 
spect to the problem of Nazi interference in their domestic affairs, 
far more forcibly and clearly than our deeds as yet speak for us. 


RAID AT MISIONES For instance, the Argentine has always 


been the most independent among the 
Latin-American nations, and the least anxious to co-operate politi- 
cally with this country. Innumerable stories have been sent from 
Buenos Aires of discriminations against United States trade, Ger- 
man sympathies in high places, and other symptoms of disaffection 
from the spirit of Havana. But these stories show only one side of 
the picture. 

On the other side are the strict Argentine regulations to pre- 

vent. broadcasting of pro-German war news, the laws now under 
consideration to restrain every kind of Nazi subversive activity, 
and finally the big, but little-mentioned, raid on Nazi agitators in 
the province of Misiones. 
_ The Misiones raid is unusually interesting, both as an illustra- 
tion of how successful the German propaganda has been in certain 
isolated Latin-American areas, and of how firmly the Nazi prob- 
lem can be dealt with when the Latin-American leaders decide 
to act. Misiones, northermost of the Argentine provinces, is rather 
isolated from the rest of the country, and has a considerable con- 
centration of residents of German birth. These, of course, had been 
organized, by the usual Nazi methods of blackmail, physical gang- 
sterism, economic pressure, and emotional persuasion. 
this year the organization was proceeding so successfully that the 
local Argentine population and even the territorial officials had 
been cowed and forced to go along with the Nazis. Nazi schools 
flourished everywhere. Nazi influence was dominant in the politi- 
cal as well as the business life of the province. 

Then units of the Argentine national police were dispatched to 
deal with the situation. The Nazi schools, here as elsewhere nerve 
centers in the organization, were cleaned up. The entire province 
was combed through. Many persons were arrested. And the 
province was effectually purged of Nazi taint, at least for the 
present, 


EVEN IN ECUADOR Nor is the Misiones incident by any 

means an isolated case. The list of 
laws proposed or enacted this summer to control the Nazis is ex- 
tremely impressive. Colombia passed a strict statute covering the 
activities of foreigners on July 1, and Uruguay imitated her exam- 
ple on July 2, following up with the extremely firm suppression 
of the famous Nazi plot to transform Uruguay into an agricultural 
colony of the Reich. 

In Honduras a stringent decree on the same subject was re- 
issued a few days later. El Salvador has prohibited all propa- 
ganda societies, all collection of money for foreign governments, 
and all wearing of uniforms and insignia by racial groups. The 
Dominican Republic has acted along the same line, and in Costa 
Rica foreigners must now obtain permits of residence and can re- 
main only on good behavior. Cuba has also promulgated a strong 
statute against Nazi activity, and is now busy enforcing it strongly. 

Furthermore, where Nazi agents have grown too bold, they 
have been sent packing without ceremony. Arthur Dietrich, press 
attache of the German legation in Mexico City and so-called 
Fuehrer of the Germans in Mexico, was expelled from the country 
in June. Arnulf Fuhrmann and Carlos Arnold were arrested in 
Buenos Aires in August; and after Arnold had fled into the arms 
of Uruguayan authorities, Fuhrmann was turned over to them. In 
Peru an Italian aviation mission has been summarily dismissed, 
and in the Argentine the German instructors, who had been work- 
ing at the army war college since 1936, have also been deprived 
of their positions. 

In short, the mass of evidence is very considerable and all 
pointed. Perhaps the most striking item is the report from Ecuador, 
long known as the “softest” spot in Latin America, where the Nazis 
not only had great political and economic power, but also con- 
trolled much of the educational system, and ran the Sedta airline. 
Recently the Ecuadorean parliament met in secret session and de- 
liberated the Nazi problem fully. The result was a stringent anti- 
Nazi statute which is now awaiting passage. At the same time, 
it is expected that the Sedta airline, too near the Panama canal 
for comfort, will be taken out of Nazi hands.

“What’s in a name?” asked Shakespeare. In these times the 
answer may be: “Deception, trickery, defeat and ruin.” 

In our free land, a citizen may call himself anything he will 
or travel where he wishes, and nobody will question him. If in 
New York he calls himself a prince, and dresses the part, a prince 
he is. And if he rents desk space and calls himself “The Na- 
tional League of Good Patriots,’ he is a national] league, for all 
anybody cares. 

We are natural reformers, and the citizen who observes some- 
thing that needs correcting promptly forms a committee or associa« 
tion or club to correct it. The result is thousands of such organi- 
zations, all of them filled with zeal and good intentions. 

Thus freedom and custom set the stage for trickery, and 
honest reformers arfi doers of good works provide a screen for 
rascals. 

In time of need or disaster, when honest people are collecting 
money for victims, chiselers find easy picking in the name of 
charity. They are operating in every section now. 

But these pretty rascals are relatively harmless... Our dan- 
gerous enemies are those who take advantage of our carelessness 
and gullibility to form innocent-seeming organizations to serve 
Stalin or Hitler or both. 

Nobody knows how many such organizations are now nibbling 
at America’s foundations. For they choose their names shrewdly, 
concealing their real purpose behind noble words that appeal to 
idealism or justice or patriotism or religion. They scem to be 
working for the underdog, or protecting our liberties, or protecting 
motherhood or somehow serving God. 

Their letterheads and pamphlets indicate that they are na- 
tional organizations with millions of members, and some of them 
have indeed won the support of ministers and idealists who judge 
them by their names alone; but many of them are one-man‘affairs, 
and all are controlled and directed by servants of Stalin or Hitler, 

Yet in recent months they have scared the wits out of congress- 
men whose only concern is to win the coming election, and no- 
body knows how much they have delayed defense plans. 

The FBI is investigating “subversive elements,” but free people 
must do their part to protect themselves. When wolves are abroad 
in the land, those who would survive must learn to be suspicious 
of sheep’s clothing.

Georgia crops are still suffering 
from a lack of moisture despite 


“considerable benefit” received 
from rainfall of the past week, the 
Federal Weather Bureau here re- 
ported yesterday. 

Except for a few local areas, the 
bureau said in its final weekly 
crop and weather review for the 
season, the rainfall was “light to 


moderate in amount.” An average 


temperature range six degrees be- 
low normal also was noted. 

The bureau reported “active” 
picking and ginning of cotton 
| throughout the state and said 
|practically all the corn was ma- 
tured, with harvesting in progress 
in central and southern sections. 
A “fairly good” peanut crop was 
Said to be almost harvested. 

The start of fall planting of 
truck crops was reported, and the 
seeding of wheat and oats has be- 
gun in central districts despite the 
dryness of the ground. 

Sweet potatoes were described 
|}as “mostly good” and sugar cane 
as “mostly fair.” The bureau said 
pastures “continue very dry, but 
they received considerable bene- 
fit from recent rains.”

Savannah next Monday will ini- | 


tiate the sale of the Eli Whitney 
one-cent stamp with an appro- 
priate celebration of invention of | 
‘the cotton gin. 

It is well that we stop to re-| 
flect on what the cotton gin has 
meant to Georgia, the nation and 
to the world. It paved the way | 
'for great development in agricul- | 
ture, industry and world trade. | 

While the first cotton was gin-| 
ned on Whitney’s gin at Mulberry | 
Grove plantation near Savannah, | 
the first bale ginned was in| 
Wilkes county. It was ginned in| 
Whitney’s workshop, now located | 
at the home of J. Luke Burdett | 
about four miles east of Wash- | 
ington. The Burdett house was 
built in 1790 in a section rich in| 
important early Georgia history. 

Selected Gin Site. | 

According to the best available | 
| records, Whitney learned of water 
| power on Upton creek (eight miles | 
‘east of Washington), which he 
hoped could be used to operate | 
his gins. In 1793 he rode a horse | 
along the Savannah river to that) 
‘site and there erected his gin| 
‘house. The house was built on the | 
site where a corn mill had burned | 
and where later (1811) the first. 
‘cotton mill in the south was built | 
' by John-Bolton. 

Whitney made many. improve- 
ments on his gin in his Wilkes | 
-county gin workshop. One of the) 
'improvements made was removal | 

of the lint from the saws by means | 
'of a brush. According to legend, | 
‘this idea was obtained: in a unique 
way. Men were not allowed to 
enter the gin shop, but were per- 
mitted to look through long nar-| 
‘row windows. Women were not | 

‘thought to have any mechanical 

| sense, so they were admitted to, 

‘watch the gin in operation. One 

|hot day several women were in 
'the gin house watching the gin- || 

ning. One of the women had aj 

‘large turkey wing fan, The breeze

saws. Whitney was quick to grasp |

| When Whitney’s patent was 
| granted March 14, 4794, by Presi- 
dent George Washington and sign- | 
ed by Thomas Jefferson, it was | 
‘for a period of 14 years. At the 
end of that time, Whitney faced 
‘competition from a number of 
| gips that had been developed—no 
‘doubt from information obtained 
‘about the Eli Whitney gin. Whit- 
iney’s application for renewal of 
| his patent was not granted, so he 

| became discouraged with the cot- 
| ton business and moved to New. 

| Haven, Conn., where he was suc- 

‘cessful in the manufacture of fire- 
_arms. 

The Whitney workshop and gin 
| house was moved from its original 
| site in 1811 to make way for John 
| Bolton’s cotton factory. After its 
/'removal it was used for a resi- 
‘dence and boarding house.

Do you think there is anything 
Purely Theory to the theory that the team that 
coasts down the stretch has the edge on a team that has to 
fight every inch of the way to the wire? 

If you are one of the many who think so, consider what 
happened in the Dixie «Series and also what happened in the 
opening game of the World Series yesterday. 

Nashville won the play-off the hard way. Houston, 
Texas pennant winner by 16 games, lost only two games in 
two play-offs. 

But Nashville needed only five games to wallop 
what was considered one of the strongest Texas 
league teams in many years. 

Have to hand it to the Vols. 

Larry Gilbert’s team had the pressure on all the way. 
The team started the season in front and never once was 
out of first place. 

Atlanta furnished rugged opposition in the final 
round of the play-off. The Crackers carried the Vols 
to six games and Houston, finishing early, rested for 
three days waiting for the Southern league finish. 
Houston had great left-handed pitchers like Pollett and 

Krist and a right-hander like Sam Nahem. They were great 
in the Texas League but they weren’t so hot against the 
Southern League champion. 

So much for a fine Nashville club. 

Deiroit won the American League pennant the hard way. 

Cincinnati coasted down the stretch. 

Usually, the American League, represented by the New 
York Yankees, had easy sailing on the last lap. 


And it was said that once the Yanks got out of it 

and once a National League team could get into a 

World Series without having had such terrific pres- 

sure all season, the National League would assert its 

superiority. 

Detroit, fighting all the way to win in the American 
League, opened the series yesterday by walloping the hapless 
Reds, 7 to 2. 

The victory spark which carried the Tigers and Vols to 
victory in a hot pennant fight extended to the World and 
Dixie Series. 


When the Dixie Series was in 
Tables Turned swaddling clothes the impression 


was created that the Texas teams were vastly superior to 
the Southern. 

Texas League teams won eight of the first nine games. 
Only Mobile was able to break the string. Bert Niehoff 
was the Mobile pilot. 

Jakie Atz’s Fort Worth teams won three series in 

a row in that opening stretch of victories. 

The Southern and Texas teams have met 21 times in all, 
and times have changed since the first nine series. In the 
last 12 series, Southern League teams have won seven times. 

The Texas League is well ahead, of course, because of 
its winning start. Of the 21 games, the Texas League has 
been triumphant in 14. 

The Southern League feels about Fort Worth as the Na- 
tional League feels about the Yankees. 

If the Yankee victories in the World Series were 
removed from the records, the National League would 

be on a par with the American. 

By the same token, take away the eight Fort Worth wins 
in the Dixie Series and it is easy to see how the Southern 
League teams would rate.

“Tf I could simplify it into a 
phrase at all, it would seem truer 
to say that the ‘forces of the past’ 
are fighting against the ‘forces of 
the future.’ The tragedy is, to the 
honest spectator, that there is so 
much that is good in the ‘forces 
of the past,’ and so much that is 
evil in the ‘forces of the future.’
